Applicant respectfully submits that claims 18, 2 L 28, 33, 34, 36, and 38, as amended, are 
patentable at least for the above reasons. Remaining dependent claims should be patentable at least 
for the same reasons as apply to their respective base claims and intervening claims, if any.
